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Commission limits work on ZC ballpark & nixes E-911 dispatcher assistance

rhe Coffee County Commission 
meeting in ius regular bi-monthly 
session Monday took just over an 
hour to move through its rather slim 
agenda 

Commissioners, in “adjusting” it 
meeting minutes of the last meeting 
(Feb. 14), set a cap (dollar amount) 
on the amount of work that is to be 
done on the construction of a base 
ball field at the Zion Chapel High 
School The amount being 
$9,200,00 

Commission Tom Grimsley in 
making his motion (seconded by 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple) to 
set the cap, said that he felt that 
clarification was jeeded on just 
how much the county would spend 
on the project 

In the last meeting, County Engi 
neer Randy Tindell had presented 
commissioners with a “cost esti 
mate” on the project, In the esti 
mate, the total cost to the General 
Fund was $28,262 with $19,051 
foing to the highway department 
and $9,211 (cash outlay) eoing to 
outside sources, Tindell explained 
that the was for 
equipment rental, operator expense, 
fuel and labor 

Commissioners Grimsley stated 
that he had not fully understood the 
cost as it Was presented in the “esti 
mate” and felt it ($28,262) was 
more than the county should put 


“outside source” 


into the project 

Also, both Commissioners Robert 
Stephens and Bernest Brooks com 
mented that they had misunderstood 
the estimate and thought the $9,211 
was the total amount the county 
would spend on the project 

In a 4-2 vote, the maximum 
amount to be spent, by the county, 
on the ZC 
$9,200.00 
ley, 


project was set at 
Commissioners Grims 
Dalrymple, Brooks and 
Stephens voted for the motion while 
Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
and Kayo Lewis opposed the 
motion. Commissioner Len Averett 
Was absent trom Monday's meeting 

Both Commissioner Westbrook 
and Lewis expressed disappoint 
ment in the action taken by the 
commission, however, Westbrook 
said, “We will find a way to get the 
ball field completed.” 

She noted that this project has 
been on-going for nearly two years 
and she would like to see it com 
pleted 

On a final note, she did clarify 
With the county engineer that the 
$9,200 worth of work by the county 
highway department would proceed 
as soon as it could be scheduled, 
Westbrook commented that, “the 
area is relatively dry at this ime and 
should not presenta problem.” 

Another matter presented to the 
commissioners at their last meeting 
also received a “set back” in Mon 
day’s meeting. Elba Police Chief R 


W. “Ronnie” Whitworth, on Febru 
ary 14, appeared before the com 
mission requesting assistance in 
funding two additional E-911 dis 
patcher slots for the Elba Police 
Department 

lhe department not only handles 
E-911 calls for Elba but also for 
Kinston and a rather large portion 
of rural Coffee County. The addi 
tional responsibility has created a 
requirement for additional dispatch 
ers 

Atter hearing Whitworth’s 
request, the commissioners agreed 
to discuss the matter at their next 
work session 

During the general business ses 
sion in Monday’s meeting, Com 
missioner Stephens stated that the 
Coffee County E-911 Board had 
agreed to provide $750 per month 
for the next months 
(through September) to go toward 
paying the salary for radio dispatch 
ers at the Elba Police Department 
He then made a@ motion, seconded 
by Commissioner Westbrook, that 
the county match that with an addi 
tional $750 per month for the same 
period of time. 

With no discussion, the motion 
failed by a tie vote. Commissioners 
Stephens, Westbrook, & Lewis 
favored the motion while Commis 
sioners Grimsley, Dalrymple, and 
Brooks opposed the motion

Local mother of CMV child determined 
to help others learn about disease

Every child is special in his or 
her own way, but Vonzetta Mills of 
Jack did not realize how special het 
youngest child, Wayne, was until 
several months after his birth, 

Mrs. Mills said that before 
Wayne was born she kept asking 
God to give her a litthe angel, and 
He did just that. 

Although it was not properly 
diagnosed until he was 15-months- 
old, Wayne was born with 
cytomegalovirus (CMY). 

CMY is a disease which attacks 
babies as they are developing in the 
mother’s womb and people with 
weak immune systems. Those who 
are at the largest risk for CMY are: 
pregnant women or those who 
could become pregnant, anyone 
who may be an organ donor or 
recipient, and those who have can- 
cer, HIV/AIDS or other illnesses 
involving weakened immune sys- 
tems. 

Mrs. Mills probably will never 
know exactly what caused her son 
to be affected by CMY, but she is 
determined to help others so they 
will not have to go through the 15 
months of wondering, “What is 
wrong with my child?” 

It was after Wayne's diagnosis 
that Mrs. Mills came to realize that 
many people do not know a whole 
lot about this disease, and even 
more people have never eyen heard 
of it. At this point, she decided to 
commit herself to educating people 
about this terrible disease. 

"God kept telling me that I could 
do this mission,” Mrs, Mills said. “1 
tired to talk myself out of it several 
times, but | knew God was involved 
and | needed to do this,” 

She got to work making phone 
calls and doing the research neces 
sary to find a way to let people 
know about CMY, what causes it, 
and how it can be prevented 

She credits a phone call to Alaba 
ma State Representative Terry 
Spicer in getting her crusade head 
ed in the right direction, It was that 
phone call which led Mrs, Mills to 
Family Services at the Coffee 
County Health Department 

"| had never even heard of CMY 
before Mrs. Mills,” said Judy Crow 
ley, Family Services representative 
at the Coffee County Health 
Department. “When she came to us, 
we were more than willing to help

her in her crusade.” 

From there, the Alabama Health 
Department became involved, 
Which has now led to the addition 
of the Mareh of Dimes to this mis 
sion. 

“We are here today on a path 
Which began several months ago 
When Mrs, Mills called me,” Rep 
Spicer suid Monday morning at a 
press conterence at the Coffee 
County Health Department, “We 
are here to kiekolf our effort in edu 
cating the public about CMY,” 

At this point, Rep. Spicer 
announced the distribution of a 
pamphlet which Mrs. Mills has ere- 
ated in her effort to tell her story 
while offering important informa: 
uion about CMY 

In the pamphlet, Mrs, Mills dis 
cusses how she and her family dis 
covered the illness which has 
atfected her youngest son. She 
olfers information On symptoms, 
signs and complications of the dis 
ease, and there is a section dis 
cussing how the disease affects 
pregnant women and people with 
weak immune systems

Commissioner Dalrymple com 
mented that Stephens failed to men 
tioned that Elba had received 
$100,000 worth of equipment at no 
cost, BUT what Dalrymple did not 
note is that this equipment is for the 
county-wide E-911 system, and 
does not belong to the city, Elba PD 
serves as one of the two (2) answer 
ing points for the E-911 system 

On a positive note, Tindell for 
mally recognized the Natural 
Resource and Conservation Service 
for the assistance it provided in the 
repair of 116 flood damage sites 
during the past two years. 

“For the past two years, we have 
been struggling to overcome the 
flood that took place in March of 
“98,” said Tindell. “Never in my 
wildest dreams would I have 
expected NRCS to provide the 
essistance that they have provided 
wes beyond anything that | have ever 
seen before.”

Ihe tunds were provided through 


a 75/25 matching grant from the 
NRCS with the county's 25 percent

Tindell informed commissioners 
that in the next few days at least two

CLEANING OUT THE NOTEBOOK... 

The Elba Tigers saw their dreams of winning the 3A state basket- 
ball championship turn into a mid-afternoon nightmare last Wednesday 
when they were eliminated in the opening round of the Southeast Regional 
Tournament by defending 3A state champ Trinity, of Montgomery. The 
highly-ranked Tigers were heavy favorites to win the regional and advance 
on to Birmingham, but fell into the slowdown trap of Trinity and scored 
only 18 points in the first half, then saw a late second half rally fall short 
is they ended the season with a 25-6 record, A look at the game stats 
makes it easy to see just how the Tigers lost, since they shot only 23 of 53 
from the floor, connected on only 4 of 19 three-point attempts, hit only 6 
of 15 free-throws and were out-rebounded 33-30 by a much shorter team 
Elba’s players went through a lot of distractions during the season and had 
to make numerous adjustments to satisfy their four different head coaches, 
but the players never once made any excuses or comments about what 
happened, The Tigers took every bump in the road in style, and even 
though they were obviously very disappointed with the loss to Trinity, 
took it with class and praised the Trinity players for winning the game 
This was a very special group of seniors at Elba High School, and they set 
a high standard that future Tiger teams will try to live up to.

*** The Brantley Bulldogs saw their 1A state title hopes slip away in an 
opening round loss to Akron in the 1A Southwest Regionals, and while it 
is always disappointing when the Brantley Bulldogs lose in any sport, last 
week’s loss wasn’t as hard to swallow as many others in the past. The 
Bulldogs played as hard as any team in the state, but simply did not have 
as much talent as previous Brantley cage teams, and the fact their oppo- 
nents were playing “Brantley” always made the Bulldogs a marked team 
Just to make it to the Southwest Regionals was an accomplishment, and 
one that the Bulldogs and their fans should be proud of! 

*** Now on to the coaches....Elba’s Coach Johnny Dunn ended his 
career as the head man for the Tigers with the loss last week, but should be 
remembered for the job he did after stepping in after the exit of Marlon 
Johnston. Coach Dunn was in a no-win situation as coach of the Tigers, 
but never made any excuses and worked long and hard to try and help the 
team reach its goal of winning a state championship. Dunn put in a little of 
his own basketball beliefs with a lot of what the players had learned in the 
past, and in a matter of only a few short weeks made the team even better 
than it was. Johnny Dunn is now back behind his desk as the assistant 
principal at Elba High, but he will always be remembered as the Tigers 
coach that helped his team win 25 games.

Keith Thrasher is a teacher of the game, and anyone that 
has ever watched him coach will tell you that he teaches for every single 
minute of the game, and his class (team) almost always makes high marks 
for their performance. I know a lot of Gamecock fans disagreed with the 
style of play Thrasher used over the years. However, they will all agree on 
one thing, that he is a winner, and that he teaches his players the sport, and 
what it takes to win. With his style of discipline and teamwork, Coach 
Tisrasher may be one of the last of a dying breed of coaches... and that is 
not fer the best of the sport, or its players. 

Coach Tony Stallworth is also rumored to be hanging it up at Brantley, 
and if that is true, the Bulldogs will be losing their winningest coach of all 
time, in any sport. Coach Stallworth led Brantley to three straight state 
championshir. in basketball, and turned the Bulldogs into one of the most 
feared higk school teams in the state, regardless of classification. He 
believed ... discipline both on and off the court, and could have won even 
more #°.ues than he did if not for his ngid style of discipline, that often 
res'ited in players sitting out key games. If he comes back it will be great 
for the Bulldogs and their fans. If not, the people in Brantley will lose a 
legend in high school basketball. 

*** Looking back at the Regionals, it simply wasn’t the best of years 
for the teams in this part of the state. At Troy State, first round upset losers 
included (Boys) Houston Academy, Geneva County, Elba, Clayton and 
Dothan, as well as (Girls) Slocomb, Calhoun, Geneva, Charles Henderson 
and Dothan. Losing in the region finals were (Girls) Houston Academy, 
Highland Home, Headland and Andalusia. The only survivors in Troy 
were the Geneva County Lady Bulldogs, which finally proved to everyone 
that were indeed under-rated throughout the season. Down in Mobile it 
was more of the same, as (Boys) New Brockton, Brantley and (Girls) 
Pleasant Home all failed to earn a state finals berth, but at least the Pleas- 
ant Home boys did make it out for the second straight season. Some of the 
best high school basketball in the state is played year in and year out down 
here in Southeast Alabama. Unfortunately, very few teams ever make it to 
Birmingham to show their stuff 

*** In closing....Ronald McKinnon signed a new three-year contract 
with the Arizona Cardinals last week, ending speculation about where he 
would go after becoming an unrestricted free agent. I talked with Ronald 
last week and he told me that he was interested in both New Orleans and 
Green Bay, but in the end both the Cardinals and McKinnon showed their 
loyalty to each other and worked out a deal, I just hope Ronald will get the 
chance to be with a winner in the NFL, and not just remain a great player 
on a not so great team,

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Coffee County’s Chief Real Property Appraiser facing DUI charge

A Cotfee County employee with 
the Revenue Commissioner's office 
was arrested last week (Wednesday, 
March |) in New Brockton on DUI 
(Driving Under the Influence) 
charges 

According to reports, Angela 
Byrd, 34, chief real property 
appraiser with the mapping and 
appraisal office, was driving the 
1998 Jeep Cherokee, a county 
owned vehicle, when she was 
stopped by a Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Deputy. 

The sheriff's department, at 
approximately 1:30 p.m., received a 
report from a citizen that a vehicle 
had been observed in the Shiloh 
Community (U. S. Hwy. 84 just 
west of New Brockton) traveling 
east in a dangerous manner - being 
driven erratically. The sheriff's 
deputy spotted a vehicle matching 
the description given by the citizen 
in New Brockton and pulled it over. 

After speaking to and observing 
the driver (Byrd), the deputy, assist- 
ed by an Alabama State Trooper, 
administered a field sobriety test. 
Byrd failed the test after several 
attempts, and was taken to the Cof- 
fee County Jail where she was 
charged with DUI. She was also 
charged (given a traffic citation) 
with driving on the wrong side of 
the road. 


A search of the vehicle (which is 
standard procedure) by law enforce- 
ment officers revealed two bottles 
of prescribed medication with Ms 
Byrd’s name on them, One was for 
Valium (a tranquilizer) and the 
other was for Lortab (a pain med- 
ication) 

After being charged with DUI, 
Ms. Byrd was taken to a medical 
facility where two blood samples 
were taken. One sample was drawn 
as evidence and sent to the state 
toxicology lab to be analyzed, and 
the other was taken for administra- 
tive purposes as required by Coffee 
County policy and given to the 
county’s medical review officer 
(MRO), 

It should be noted that the results 
of the latter sample by the county 
MRO is not for public knowledge. 
County policy requires that test 
results be maintained under strict 
confidentiality by the employer, the 
drug testing laboratory and the 
MRO. They can only be released by 
written consent of the employee. 
One exception to this policy is 
administrative proceedings arising 
from a positive drug test. 


On the other hand, the results of 


the test performed by the state toxi- 
cology lab is accessible to the pub- 
lic. 

All employees of Coffee County, 
or any person performing any kind 
of work for Coffee County, are pro-

hibited from using, possessing, dis- 
tributing, manufacturing, or having 
controlled substances, abused pre- 
scription drugs or any other mind 
altering or intoxicating substances 
present in their system while at 
work or on duty 

County policy further stipulates 
that any employee of the Coffee 
County Commission whom shall 
operate any vehicle owned or leased 
by the Commission has to submit at 
any time to be tested for illegal drug 
and alcohol abuse. 

The policy also addresses the use 
of prescription drugs. It states: “The 


proper use of medication preseribed 
by a physician is not prohibited; 
however, the Commission prohibits 
the misuse of prescribed and/or 
over-the-counter medications and 
requires ALL employees using 
drugs at the direction of a physician 
to noufy the Commission’s MRO or 
their Drug Program Coordinator 
where these drugs may affect their 
performance, such as causing 
drowsiness 

Ms, Byrd was released from the 
county jail Wednesday night on a 
$500 appearance bond on the above 
charges. 

In addition to the above incident, 
Ms, Byrd was indirectly involved in 
another DUI charge against an indi- 
vidual, Anthony Brandt, who was 
illegally operating the 1998 Jeep 
Cherokee assigned to Ms. Byrd. 
Brandt shares a residence with Ms. 
Byrd in Enterprise. 

On January 15, Brandt was 
stopped by Enterprise police while 
driving the Jeep Cherokee with a 
tag registered to another vehicle on 
it instead of the county tag. The 
county decals had also been 
removed from the vehicle. He was 
charged with DUI and unauthorized 
use of a vehicle. Ms. Byrd contend- 
ed that she was unaware the vehicle 
had be taken by Brandt. 

The above incident resulted in 12 
county vehicles being parked on 
county property when not being 


PSC-Commissioner Jan Cook & GTE reps meet public

“We're working on that” seemed 
to be a common answer for General 
Telephone Company (GTE) repre- 
sentatives last Friday during a pub- 
lic meeting held in the auditorium 
of Elba High School for area citi- 
zens to voice concerns about their 
telephone service. 

The meeting was held by the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion with Commissioner Jan Cook 
being present to hear the citizens 
concerns, as well as, voice some 
concerns of her own to the GTE 
representatives. The meeting was 
open for residents of not only Elba 
and Coffee County but residents of 
the surrounding counties. 

“This, | think, is what we must 
have in Alabama to solve our tele- 
phone problems, said Cook as she 
explained the purpose of the meet- 
ing to those in attendance, “I have 
not been happy with GET services 
for a long time, and we can no 
longer wait for the company to 
catch up with what we want to do.” 

Cook said, however, that she is 
encouraged because GTE has new 
management in Alabama and they 
have given her a firm commitment 
for changes to the services, She also 
thanked Representative Terry Spicer 
and Senator Jimmy Holley for their 
dedication to improving the service 
in this area, 

“South Alabama is the first area 
in the U.S. to be able to take advan- 
tage of the new LATAwide pro- 
gram,” said Cook, 

But, as with any new system, 
GTE has acknowledged that there 
are problems with the new system 
which they are working on to get rid 
of in the near future 

Bill Hanchey, one of the repre- 
sentatives from GTE at last Friday's 
meeting, said the company is in the 
process of writing a letter to send to 
customers in an effort to better 
explain the calling plan and what is 
going on with it. 

“| don’t have a time frame to give 
you because we are working on the 
wording to make it more under- 
standable,” Hanchey said, 

LATAwide local calling plans are 
optional calling plans which 
became elfective in Alabama on 
Noy. 29, 1999, They replaced the 
former optional calling plans known 
as: |) Basie Calling Plan, 2) Com- 
munity Calling Plan, 3) Community 
Plus Calling Plan, and 4) Premium 
Calling Plan. The new LATAwide 
optional calling plans are: 1) Basic

Plan, 2) Community Plus Plan, and 
3) Premium Calling Plan. 

If a customer did not previously 
subscribe to an optional calling plan 
or did not respond to the ballot sent 
by mail in Nov. of 1999, that cus- 
tomer was placed on the Flat-Rate 
Basic Service. 

According to GTE, these plans 
have been developed in an effort to 
save the customer money based on 
the amount of calls he/she makes. 

However, it has been realized that 
glitches in the new system have 
caused many customers to receive 
extremely high phone bills during 
the first few months of the new pro- 
grams implementation, 

Paul Spears of Alaweb, a local 
Internet service provider, was pre- 
sent at the meeting to speak of the 
problems his company has faced 
since the LATAwide calling plans 
became effective. 

He said many of his customers 
have received their GTE phone bills 
with erroneous billing. When the 
customers called GTE for an expla- 
nation, Spears said GTE representa- 
lives were told that the high phone 
bill was the fault of their Internet 
provider 

Hanchey admitted that this was 
not the case, and he said the compa- 
ny had taken measures to ensure 
that the blame would ro longer be 
placed on Alaweb or other Internet 
providers 

However, Spears said his compa- 
ny was suill receiving calls from 
customers Who had called GTE and 
been told that Alaweb was the cause 
of their high phone bill 

“I think a letter should be sent to 
the customers from GTE explaining 
the problems,” Spears said. re 

Hanchey again mentioned That ‘a 
letter is in the Construction process 
which would explain that the erro- 
neous billing is the fault of GTE 
and not the Internet provider, He 


said it would also tell customers 


what they need to do to take care of 


the bills. However, he could not 
give a date when the letter would be 
sent. 

During the meeting, the GTE rep- 
resentatives also fielded concerns 
with fiber optic lines being cut and 
“all circuits are busy” messages 
which many business get during the 
day. The business officials said all 
these things hinder their business 
because it cuts them off from the 
world and keeps them from han- 
dling important transactions. 

The GTE representatives assured 
these people that strides have 
already been made in improving 
these things, and they predict better 
service with continued work. 

Also, many people voiced a con- 
cern with the service they get from 
GTE representatives. There were 
instances mentioned when a repre- 
sentative would blame someone else 
for the trouble instead of trying to 
help the customer, the representa- 
tive would have no clue how to help 
a customer or the representative 
simply acted as if he/she did not 
want to take the time to help the 
customer, 

One citizen told the GTE repre- 
sentatives at Friday’s meeting that 
the company sure needed to work 
on its customer service division, 

“It’s not just the high-tech,” said 
Cook in her closing remarks. “From 
the top to the bottom, we need 
attention here in South Alabama.” 

The GTE officials said they are 
working to improve these things 
and many more to rebuild the com- 


pany and make it consumer friendly. 
However, they said these improve- 
ments have to be made from the 
funds which their investors provide. 
And, they want the investors to con- 
tinue to support the company so it 
can make improvements for its cus- 
tomers. Therefore, they described it 
as a time and money scenario.
